Latest ‘Compromise’ Fails 


of Passage by 


Votes in Seventh Show-

JEFFERSON CITY. Nov. 23— 
The latest “compromise” version 
of proposed high-interest loan 
rate legislation. backed by both 


the small-loan lobby and the bank- | 
ers, was rejected by the Missouri | 


House late yesterday by the nar- 
row margin of two votes. 

The House refused to adopt a 
Senate-House conierence commit- 
tee report on_ installment 
legislation which would have au- 
thorized a ton annus! interest 
charge of 25.77 per cent. 

The vote was 76 aves to 61 
noes, the favorable vote was two 
short of the 78 required for 
adoption of a conference commit- 
tee report. 

It was even closer on the first 
announcement of the roll-call vote 
by Speaker Roy Hamlin, which 
placed the vote at aves to 61 
noes. A recheck of the electric 
roll-call system record disclosed 
an error which lowered the aves 
to 76. 

Seventh High-Rate Defeat. 

This was the seventh time this 
session that the House has re- 
jected proposals calling for high 
rates. It was the fourth time the 
House has turned down a confer- 
ence committee report purporting 
to adjust differences between the 
low-rate bloc in the House and 
the high-rate bloc in the Senate. 

The House originally passed a 
small-loan bill with a top rate of 
18 per cent. The Senate, in the 
long controversy over the rates, 
has consistently voted for top 
rates varying from 27 per cent to 
30 per cent. 

No one would say definitely 
that the loan legislation was dead 
for this session, despite its re- 
peated defeats. The loan lobby, 
one of the most persistent of the 
legislative pressure groups, has 
resumed the “battle of the rates” 
after each defeat, usually with ap- 
proximately the same basic pro- 
posal. 

Efforts of the Legislature to ad- 
journ for good before Thanksgiv- 
ing were unsuccessful. Republi- 
cans in the House threw Demo- 
cratic plans to adjourn this after- 
noon into a turmoil when they 
objected to being’ “rushed” into 
consideration of a conference com- 
mittee report on omnibus and 
postwar appropriation bills. A Re- 
publican motion to adjourn until 
Tuesday at 2 p.m. was approved 
by the House, 53 to 37. 

Bankers Aid New Move. 

In the new move yesterday the 
small-loan lobby was joined by 
the bankers, who previously had 
opposed some of the lobby pro- 
posals on the ground proposed 
rates were too high and loan 
brackets too small. Bankers ral- 
lied to support of the latest ‘“com- 
promise” because it included a 
new installment loan _ bracket, 
after the first $400. with no limit 
on the amount of the loan. 

Lobbyists swarmed in 
House corridors and_ offices 
yesterday, and many of the 
House members received mes- 
sages from their local bankers 
urging support of the proposal.

OSLO, Nov. (AP)—A _ 12- 
vear-old Jewish refugee boy woke 
this morning from a good night's 
sleep—his first since he survived 
the nightmarish plane crash Sun- 
day in which 34 persons died, 

Little Allal, 
North African Jewish children fly- 
ing a Norwegian rest camp. 
was the only survivor. His whimp- 
ers. led searchers vesterday 
to the forest-hidden wreckage 
where he had lain trapped among 
debris and bodies for cold 
nights and a day. Two his 
brothers and a sister died in the 
crash. Isaac doesn’t know yet that 
another brother is dead at home 
in far-off Tunis. That brother a

Electrician Thorolf Hagen and 
Lumberjack Hildins Martinsen 
heard sounds from inside the bat- 
tered tail section of the plane as 
they neared the wreckage. At 
first they thought it might be a 
dog whining but suddenly realized 
a human being was sstill living 
among the mangled bodies scat- 
tered around the smashed plane. 

Hagen ran for help and Martin- 
sen began to free Isaac. who had 
been lying for 42 hours with his 
face pressed against the ground. 
trapped by a sheet of metal and 
broken plane seat across his back. 

After 20 minutes the sturdy 
woodsman held the lone survivor 
in his arms. 

“He 5 said something,’ Martinsen 
related, “which I did not under- 
stand. But I understood well 
enough when he smiled.” 

In halting French the 
refugee told other rescuers: 

“IT am all right. My arm hurts 
a little ... the plane went around 
and around and my comrades 
came beneath.”’ 

The fact that Isaac was in the 
extreme rear of the plane prob- 
ably accounted for his escape. The 
front end of the plane was demol- 
ished as it plowed into the trees, 
but the tail section came to rest 
virtually intact. 

The boy also apparently 
protected by his safety belt. 

“IT was only fastening and un- 
fastening the safety belt for fun 
—the other didn’t have theirs 
fastened,’ he said. 

Isaac was taken to the hospital 
at the nearby town of Drammen. 
Hospital authorities said he suf- 
fered only a_ bruised _ wrist, 
scratched nose and slight burns 
from flames that started after 
the crash but flickered out with- 
out gaining headway. 

Thirty-one bodies were recov- 
ered yesterday.. Search continued 
today for the three still missing.

Chanis Repudiates Sun- 
day Letter of Resigna- 
ion in National Assem- 
bly, Leads March on 


Presidential Palace. 


PANAMA CITY, Nov. 23 (AP) 
—Two men clsimed the presi- 
dency of Panama today after 
rioting in which a child was killed 
and 11 persons were wounded. 
Police gunfire smashed a re- 
volt attempt as Daniel Chanis Jr., 
forced to resign as President Sun- 
day in-a national police coup, led 
thousands of supporters in a 
march on the presidential palace 
in an attempt to regain power. 
Inside the palace behind police 
guards was Roberto Chiari, forme- 
er Vice President who was sworn 
in president after Chanis 
bowed to a police ultimatum and 
resigned. Chiari insisted he would 
sit tight and remain president. 
Police Use Weapons. 
National police, who are Pana- 
ma’s only armed force, dispersed 
the marchers with machine gun 
bullets, rifle fire and tear gas. 
The demonstrators had rallied 
behind Chanis as he dramatically 
strode into a session of the Na- 
tion Assembly and declared: “IT 
withdraw my resignation.” He 
flung the letter to the floor and 
insisted he still was the consti- 
tutional President of Panama. 
The 58-year-old surgeon-politi- 
cian, who had served as President 
only four months before he was 
ousted by Police Chief Col. Jose 
then led a crowd of dem-

'onstrators that grew to thousands 


as they passed through the streets. 

In Cathedral plaza, a _ block 
from the presidential palace, hel- 
meted police opened fire. For 
two hours rioting flared. Six 
busses were overturned. Windows 
of shops were smashed and loot- 
ing broke out. 

Boy Killed, Father Wounded. 

As the shooting died down, 
o-vear-old Manuel Pazmino was 
dead. His father was among tne 
11 wounded. 

Others wounded 
Assemblyvmen. Alejandro Gon- 
zalez Revilla and Arcadio Agul- 
lera, and a policeman. 

As dawn came. Remon’s na- 
tional police appeared to be in 
full control of the. city. 

Remon, Panama's new “strong 
man.” was the central figure in 
the latest political crisis. Chanis 
tried to fire him, along with two 
deputy police chiefs, last Satur- 
day on charges that they were in- 
volved in illegal business monopo- 
lies. Instead of resigning, Remon 
surrounded the presidential pal- 
ace with armed police and said 
the shooting would start unless 
Chanis himself resigned. 

Chanis, in repudiating his res- 
ignation before the National As- 
sembly last night, said he onlv 
signed the letter of resignation 
to avoid bloodshed. Vic¢ Presi- 
dent Chiari, a -first cousin of. Re- 
mon, Was sworn in as President 
Sunday morning.

Germany. 

The jewels—valued by the fam- 
fly at $1,000,000—were § stolen, 
from the Hesse castle in 1945 and 
were recovered in this country. 
A United States Army colonel and 
his wife were convicted of con- 
Spiracy to steal them and sen- 
tenced to prison. 

Prince Wolfgang and Princess 
Margarethe asked the court to or- 
der the jewels turned over to 
their attorney, Joseph R. Robin- 
son, to be sold in this country. 

In dismissing the suit, Judge 
Henry A. Schweinhaut ruled that, 
since a state of war still exists be- 
tween this country and Germany, 
all German nationals are enemy 
aliens and as such cannot file any 
action in United States courts. 

The jewels are now being held 
in a United States Treasury vault

Tie Missouri deer season for 
1949 will run from Dec. 6 to 10, 
inclusive. The same regulations 
as last year—only bucks with at 
least one forked antler—will be 
in effect. Last season, the kill 
amounted to 1431 legal deer, with 
Taney county holding top place 
for the third consecutive year with 
160 bucks, while Ste. Genevieve 
county registered 146: Franklin, 
145, and Gasconade, 139. The es- 
timated kill for 1947 was placed 
at 1386. 


According to the Missouri Con- 
servation Commission, Missouri’s 
deer population is estimated at 
about 32,000. Due to the method 
used, this ¢ould be an error and 
many hunters are doubtful of the 
figure. Conservrtion e2e~ents make 
acensus of their county and 
hunters report on their tags, 
which they return to the commis- 
Sion, the number of deer seen, 
and there is alwavs a chance for 
error due to dup'icctior. Deer 
have a wide ranve and this 
Causes trouble in countin<. 


It is doubtful if the kill will 
exceed that of last season, and 
may even be lower. Farmers who 
live in deer territory are of the 
opinion that the population has 
not increased to any extent. Il- 
legal hunters still take their toll, 
indiscriminately shooting fawns. 
* does or bucks in order to get 
fresh meat. Dogs, running loose 
and in packs, pull down and de- 
vour many a deer. Coyotes and 
occasionally a timber wof]l, also 
prey on the young and new-born, 
and add their bit to keeping the 
deer population down. 

It is an established fact that 
deer have regular runs and the 
hunter who is fortunate enough 
to be placed on a “stand” near 
a deer crossing has a much better

Withal, it. is evident that not 
evén the most fearsome of these 
tools of war are in the same class 
with the atomic weapon. Except 
for the incendiaries, most of them 
are directed only against person- 
nel, the military term for human 
beings.

Dispatch editorial, Nov. 17.) The survey 
was undertaken last March by the office 
of the President of the Board of Public 
Service and is about 25 to 30 per cent 
completed at the present time. We are 
using regular city forces and have no 
special personnel for this project, but 
nevertheless are hopeful that it will be 
finished in four or five months. 

The inventory will cover absolutely 
every railroad crossing in the city and 
will include traffic counts, records of 
accidents and fatalities and cost esti- 
mates. Among the worst crossings in 
the city are the five on Poplar street. 
I am gratified to be able to report that 
negotiations are progressing between 
the City, State Highway Commission, 
Federal Bureau of Public Roads and the 
Missouri Pacific Railroad toward the 
elimination of these crossings. We hope 
to be able to announce an agreement 
next year under which the tracks will 
be relocated on an elevated structure. 

Mr. Frank J. McDevitt, President of 
the Board of Public Service, has a copy 
of the New York City plan to which 
you referred and I am confident it will 
prove of value to him and to his staff 
in completing the St. Louis program.

Cartels Against ECA 


Cartelism is tying up trade in Europe faster 
than the Marshall Plan countries can free it, 
according to information given to the United 
Nations. Unless it is checked, it threatens to 
frustrate all the efforts exerted by the United 
States to help western Europe reconstruct itself 
and gird against aggression. 

In a sinister sense history 1s repeating itself 
here, despite FCA Administrator Hoffman’s vir- 
tual ultimatum to the Marshall Plan countries to 
unshackle trade. Once again the profit interests 
of corporations are being raised above the inter- 
ests of the countries in which they are situated. 

Western Europe need look back no farther 
than the years immediately following the First 
World War to see the evil consequences of the 
supranational carte]. France’s war dead were 
scarcely buried when the French Minister of 
Reconstruction, Louis Loucheur, was dickering 
with the Germans to join Lorraine’s beds of 
iron ore to the collieries of the Ruhr to supply 
the German iron and steel plants. 

The Comite des Forges in France and their 
counterparts in Germany, the cartelists of the 
Vereinigte Stahlwerke, forged a link which en- 
abled Hitler to rearm the Reich for aggressive 
war. Belgium and Luxembourg came in on it, 
Czechoslovakia and Austria and Hungary. They 
were all dupes, eventually, of the Nazis, who 
never used cartelism as anything but a weapon 
of diplomatic aggression, economic penetration 
and finally ruthless warfare. 

How then can sensible men, whose skins are 
not satisfactorily separable from their coun- 
tries’, indulge in this same dangerous and fool- 
ish game again? Yet cartel arrangements among 
varicus countries are reported advanced in coke, 
scrap iron, chemicals and pharmaceuticals, and 
a German-French cartel in steel impends. 

The cartel moves in steel are said by some 


high French sources to have the approval and 


even the sponsorship of the French High Com- 
missioner in Germany, Andre Francois-Poncet, 
according to the New York Times. 

In addition, the Italian Government as well as 
the French has served notice that it will re- 
sist removing controls on many products until 
preducers in various countries can make their 
own cartel arrangements. 

The object of our statecraft in Europe is to 
produce unity between France and Germany and 
among thein and all the other nations—but the 
unity of free trade and the unity of cartelism 
are two entirely different things. One enlivens, 
the other stifles. 

Cartelism at the very least leads to a back- 
wardness of industry such as England is suffer- 
ing from now. Cartelists do not exploit new ad- 
vances in technologies rapidly; and they do not 
permit competitors to do it either, if they can 
help it. At the most, cartelism leads eventually 
to arming the aggressor and weakening the in- 
tended victims. ; 

Will the people of Western Europe stand by 
and see the cartelists lead them down the same 
golden road to the zamie bath of blood again? 
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Two Jobs for Senator Gilmore 

A 37-year-old Missouri State Senator, D. W. 
Gilmore of Benton, now faces two important 
tasks—one general and the other particular. He 
has been elected president of the Young Demo- 
cratic Clubs of America. He also is chairman of 
the Missouri Senate’s Education Committee. 

As the Young Democrats’ leader, Gilmore pre- 
sumably will trv to advance President Truman's 
program, including civil rights for Negroes. As 
a State Senator, he is responsible for guidance 
of a bill to admit Negroes to the State Univer- 
sity and colleges. His committee has bottled up 
the measure despite 100-to-8 passage by the 
House and approved by the Curators and students. 

Senator Gilmore can show how he feels about 
the civil rights issue by trying to uncork this 
bill. Since he has undertaken an important 
party job in 48 states, why not begin it in his 
native state? 
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Grab-Bag School Financing 


Missouri is far from being the most generous 
of the states where education is concerned. So 
it always goes a little against the grain to criti- 
cize school appropriations—such as, for exam- 
ple, those just voted by the State Senate. 

They took the form of partial restorations of 
cuts in sums previous:y granted for the con- 
struction of buildings at the various institutions 
of higher learning. Perhaps a good case can be 
made for each and every one of these projects. 
But it was not very edifying to see a group of 
educator-lobbyists at work in Jefferson City. 
Even less edifying was the sight of the Senators 
from the affected districts getting together and 
restoring the cuts by sheer log-rolling. Such 
matters ought to be on a higher level than that 
of the old proposition of: “You vote for my 
money, and I'll vote for yours.” 

The Legislature has never gone to the trouble 
of studying the real needs of Missouri’s schools. 
It still follows the inexcusable practice of auto- 
matically giving them one-third of the state’s 
general revenues: this time $65,731,000 in addi- 
tion to the construction funds. 

Even with the ‘mprovements brought about 
under the new state constitution, the Legisla- 
ture still makes it too easy for school districts 
to obtain state funds without showing that a 
reasonable financing effort has been made on 
the loca! level. Indeed, some school districts 
are maintaining their existence just because of 
the state funds that come their way. 

Missouri ¢an hardly expect an honest dollar's 
worth of education until funds are allocated 
more purposefully. 
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The state budget is nearing a new record of 


$600,000,000. That’s one record that ought to 
be broken—into small pieces.

Dope and Child Molestation 


A marihuana addict’s brutal sex murder of a 
17-month-old infant in Fresno, Calif., brings up 
a new and chilling question. ~In how many of 
the cases of child molestation by perverts is 
drug addiction a factor? 

The St. Louis Crime Commission, which has 
just been set up, could hardly find:a more fer- 
tile field of service to the community than by 
making a thorough investigation of this whole 
subject of child molestation. The unearthing of 
a heroin ring in a raid on a rooming house in 
the 3900 block of Delmar boulevard suggests 
that the narcotic angle is at least worth study. 

Hardly a day passes now without a report 
from some part of the country of a child—some- 
times several children—killed by degenerates 
who long ago should have been put under re- 
straint. In Los Angeles alone 25 children have 
been victimized in a week following the sex slay- 
ing of a 6-year-old girl by a 66-year-old man. 

All too obviously law enforcement agencies 
and psychiatrists are not discharging their re- 
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. eoncern. 


sponsibilities reasonably well. What are the 
causes of this wave of sex degeneracy against 
little children—including dope—and what are 
the means by which it can be checked? These 
are questions for whose solution a community 
should mobilize every pertinent force. 
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Mr. Byrnes Again 

In case anyone wants to know the “real trou- 
ble” with this country, James F. Byrnes says it 
is debt and taxes, and as far as he is concerned, 
the Truman Administration is much to blame. 
This has become a persistent target for Mr. 
Byrnes, but his sights are too high and he al- 
lowed too much for wind. 

Mr. Byrnes says this is a good time to reduce 
the federal debt, and most economists will agree. 
When President Truman proposed doing it, how- 
ever, the Eightieth Congress cut taxes. What- 
ever the merit of this action, it made debt re- 
duction more difficult. Yet Mr. Byrnes now in- 
sists not only that the debt must be reduced, but 
so must taxes. | 

The congressional economy bloc made _ the 
same demand, but before Congress adjourned, it 
passed measures requiring costly additions to 
the federal payroll. 

The Agriculture Department is hiring 2000 
more employes to carry out parity price and 
other farm laws. Housing agencies are adding 
4000 workers under the new housing law. The 
Veterans’ Administration is retaining 8000 work- 
ers who were about to be dismissed until Con- 
gress provided more funds. The Interior De- 
partment is adding 10,000 workers for reclama- 
tion and land projects. And the Treasury Depart- 
ment is hiring 4000 to help collect more taxes. 

This country is unwilling to assume that 
nothing is as inevitable as debt and taxes. The 
size of the federal debt is a matter of serious 
But it is obvious that Congress, as 
well as the Administration, is constantly under 
pressure for federal funds, and that many such 
expenses involve the public welfare. 

If this is what Mr. Byrnes means by the ‘“‘wel- 
fare state,” he might specify just whose welfare 
is to be sacrificed for economy, and be some- 
what less particular about who is to blame for 
the trend in government. As a Senator, Su- 
preme Court Justice and advisor to the New 
Deal, Mr. Byrnes helped to erect what he now 
so vehemently opposes. 
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Turned Back Once More 


By the narrowest of narrow margins—a bare 
two votes—the lower house of the Legislature 
once again has turned back the small-loan goug- 
ers. Their lobbyists made a spectacular last- 
minute drive for a new “compromise” bill per- 
mitting interest rates of 25 per cent or more. 

This means that Missouri continues without a 
statute regulating rates on loans of this type. 
The lencers, therefore, are bound by the consti- 
tutional limit of 8 per cent. 

There is not much profit for them in doing 
business under that ceiling. But they have only 
themselves to blame. Had they not continued 
to try for rates beyond reason, they would not 
be in this dilemma. Perhaps they will learn 
their lesson from this new defeat. 

Meanwhile, all credit to the valiant House 
minority which refused to be budged, which put 
the interest of small borrowers ahead of the 
grabbing of the lenders. 
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Senator Thomas Unbosoms Himself 

Senator Thomas has now unbosomed himself 
of his deliberate judgments as to Sweden and 
Spain. The Swedes are a bunch of ingrates who 
do not appreciate his importance, and the Span- 
‘ards are a bunch of exceedingly nice people 
who do. Thus Senator Thomas. 

The Gentleman from Oklahoma ignores the 
fact that the Francoites have plenty of reason 
for licking his boots, and the Swedes don’t. He 
also neglected to say what his boots were doing 
in Spain at ECA expense, when Spain isn’t an 
ECA country. 

But Mr. Thomas truly capped the climax—the 
kind of a cap with bells on it—when he said as 
a parting shot at the Swedes that “they gave us 
a cocktail partv” and “you can’t talk seriously 
at a cocktail party.” 

The occasion at which the Senator unbosomed 
himself of these remarks was a cocktail party. 
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Buildings With Built-in Parking 

Zoning requirements that new business and 
residential buildings must be equipped with 
their own off-street parking space would be 
helpful in St. Louis as well as in New York, for 
which it has just been suggested. 

Nathan Charniack, economist for the Port of 
New York Authority, urged the idea upon the 
Regional Plan Association. Still earlier, the 
idea had been advanced by Lewis Mumford, au- 
thor, teacher, and expert on planning. Now 
off-street parking has been voluntarily provided 
in several new developments in Greater New 
York. Among them are the Metropolitan Life 
Insurance Co.’s Parkchester development in the 
Bronx, the New York Life Insurance Co.'s devel- 
opment in Flushing Meadows, and the Queens 
branches of two department stores. 

In St. Louis off-street parking has been pro- 
vided by Stix, Baer & Fuller and Scruggs- 
Vandervoort-Barney for their downtown depart- 
ment stores and by the Famous-Barr Co. at the 
Clayton branch of its department store. - Off- 
street parking of its own will also be made 
available at the new home of the Federal Re- 
serve Bank of St. Louis. 

So there is already a trend in the right direc- 
tion here, and it deserves encouragement. Spe- 
cifically it deserves the kind of encouragement 
which the Board of Aldermen can give it by 
mandatory provisions in the proposed new zon- 
ing ordinance.

When Thanksgiving Was Born 


Ralph and Adelin Linton in “We Gather Together: The Story 
of Thanksgiving” (Henry Schuman, Inc. ) 


Ralph Linton is a Yale University an- 
thropologist. His wife collaborates with 
him in this third volume of the publisher's 
series on the great religious festivals. 


All in all, in spite of the many hidden 
graves, the Pilgrims had cause for rejoic- 
ing that autumn (of 1621) and were in a 
mood for a real holiday, the first in the 
grim year. After months of semi-starva- 
tion rations, they now felt that they could 
afford to spread themselves and give a 
true harvest feast. The weekly ration— 
one peck of meal per person from the 
stores of the Mayflower—was now in- 
creased by one peck of corn per week per 
person. Game, fish and fruits were plen- 
tiful in the autumn season. 

Edward Winslow wrote an account of the 
harvest feast in a letter to a friend in 
England: “Our corne did prouve well and 
God be praysed we had a good increase 
of Indian corne, and our Barly indifferent 
good, but our Pease not worth the gather- 
eS 


“By the Goodnesse of God” 


“Our harvest being gotten in, our Gov- 
ernor (William Bradford) sent foure men 
on fowling that so we might after a more 
speciall manner rejoice together, after we 
had gathered the fruit of our labours; they 
foure in one day killed as much fowle, as 
with little helpe beside served the Com- 
pany almost a weeke, at which time 
amongst other Recreations, we exercised 
our Armes, manv of the Indians coming 
among us, and among the rest their great- 
est King Massasoit, with some ninetie men 
whom for three days we entertained and 
feasted and they went out and killed five 
Deere, which they brought to the Planta- 
tion and bestowed on our Governour, and 
upon the Captain Miles (Standish) and oth- 
ers. And although it be not alwayes so 
plentifull, as it was at this time with us, 
yet by the goodnesse of God, we are so 
farre from wagt that we often wish you 
partakers of our plentie.” 

A harvest feast was not a new idea to 
the Indians. All the tribes along the 
eastern seaboard celebrated the ripening 
of the harvest with a ritual called the 
Green Corn Dance. The Wampanoag 
turned out 90 strong—in the belief, no 
doubt, that they had been invited to join 
in the Pilgrim version of the Green Corn 
Dance. It was their aboriginal high spirits 
that contributed largeiy toward breaking 
the pattern of Pilgrim severity and mak- 
ing the first Thanksgiving a time of pro- 
longed feasting and revelry. 


Fish, Fowl, Game, Fruits 


In addition to the five deer contributed 
by the Indians, the menu included turkeys, 
wild geese and ducks, lobsters, eels, clams, 
oysters and fish. The wild fruits of the 
summer: gooseberries, strawberries, plums 
and cherries, had been dried, a practice 
the Pilgrims learned from the Indians, for 
there was no sugar for making the custom- 
ary jams or jellies. 

The nearby bogs abounded in cranber- 
ries, which the Pilgrims may have gath- 
ered and dried as the Indians did, though 
there is no mention of the bitter red ber- 
ries which now grace every Thanksgiving 
table. The colonists certainly hadn't sugar 
enough for cranberry sauce. 

Pumpkin pie was certainly not on the 
menu that October. Though the Indians 


raised some pumpkins and may have of- 
fered a few to their neighbors, it is doubt- 
ful that the Pilgrims knew what to do 
with this formidable vegetable. 

The Pilgrims sweetened their lips at 
the first Thanksgiving with wine made 
from the grapes, white and red, which grew 
in profusion in the New England country- 
side. Their first vintage must have been 
somewhat green that October, but it was 
brought out by the gallon for the feast, 
supplemented (and perhaps spiked) with 
the “strong waters” from their English 
stores. 


Popcorh to Make Eyes Pop 


There were biscuits and bread of Eng- 
lish wheat, and corn in various forms: 
parched corn, roasted corn, hoe cakes and 
ash cakes, and Indian pudding made of 
cornmeal and molasses boiled in a bag. 

It is quite possible that the Pilgrim chil- 
dren munched happily on popcorn balls, 
for though there is no mention of this con- 
fection we know that the Indians of the 
revion used popcorn long before the com- 
ing of the whites. They shook it over the 
coals in earthen jars and then poured 
maple syrup over it and made it into sticky 
balls. Think of the amazement and de- 
light of the first white children who 
watehed the dry kernels burst into fluffy 
whiteness! 

Cooking was done largely in the open, 
with venison and turkeys and geese turn- 
ing on the spits, lqbsters and oysters roast- 
ing in the coals, and clam chowder and 
venison stew simmering in iron kettles 
over the fire. 

One can imagine the weariness of the 
women during those festive three days. 
There were only five matrons surviving, 
with a few voung girls and a pitiful hand- 
ful of children to help, and these had to 
provide food for three days of feasting for 
a company of 140, 90 of them ravenous 
savages. Fortunately they were spared the 
task of dishwashing, since there were no 
utensils except knives to cut up the meat 
and a few wooden spoons. 


Paid Dear, Without Regrets 


While the women cooked, the men in- 
dulged in games and exercise of arms. 
The Indians competed in marksmanship 
with bows and arrows; red men and white 
vied in leaping and jumping and racing. 
There were games of stool ball, in which 
a ball was batted through wickets, a sort 
of rough-and-tumble croquet. 

Miles Standish marched and counter- 
marched his little band of soldiers, every 
man except Gov. Bradford and Elder 
Brewster joining the parade. They dis- 
charged blank volleys and blew their 
bugles for the delight and wonder of the 
Savage guests. 

These {ow days cf abandonment to world- 
ly pleasures were a wholesome release for 
the colonists, whose lives had been meager 
and severe. To share what they had in 
lavish hospitality with their savage neigh- 
bors gave them a sense of well-being, and 
though they paid for their generosity in 
bitter deprivation the following winter, 
they had no regrets.

The popular trend toward the study of 
the science of semantics is well illustrated 
by Hayakawa’s latest book. This is largely 
a new book.

HE player accustomed to four- 
T hand canasta, venturing into 
two-hand play, must accustom 
himself to various differences. 
The biggest difference is that in 
the two-hand game every hand 
looks good. . 
The four-hand player is used to 
a scarcity of wild cards; in the 
two-hand game they seem plenti- 
ful. He’s used to struggling to 
make the initial meld; in the two- 
hand game he often picks it up in 
his first fifteen cards. Maybe 
he’s used to having the pack un- 
frozen for long periods; in the 
two-hand game it just isn’t. 
At the start, or at least early 
in a two-hand canasta game, you 
may hold this after drawing. 


You need only 50, but you don’t 
meld your aces; why should you? 
There'll be another chance along 
soon. Your opponent probably 
won't throw an ace, but if you 
meld them, and then the pack 
becomes frozen, he surely will. 
You're guarding against that con- 
tingency, several plays in advance. 

Neither do you throw your 
black three. The pack is small 
now (remember, we specified that 
it was early in the play) and you 
can afford to lose it. The pack 
will grow—it always does—and 
that’s when you'll need the black 
three for a safe discard. 

So you let go your six or five. 
If your opponent previously threw 
one of these ranks, you throw 
the other. If he hasn’t thrown 
either, you guess. You keep 
the high cards, because other- 
wise there’s no choice and the 
high cards count more if you 
meld them. 


If drawing to an inside straight 
seems futile and costly, try it 
the new way: With a _ canasta 
double-deck.

LL of us who believe in
